WHAT OrHBRS SEE AND SAY OF 118. 


Th« Ogden "Freeman" Man'! Notm. 


Pmoe his return to Ogden the edi- 


tor of the Ogden Freeman has been 
giving weekly accounts of what he 
saw aud heard during bia visit to Ne- 
vada. Wo have already republished 
his remarks about Reno, and now we 
find room for something of interest 
concerning other places and things 
in Was hoe county. We copy as fol 
lows: 


THUCKEE MEADOWS 


Is a level, cnltivated region, abound- 
ing in fine ranches, into which we 
enter as soon as we leave Reno and 
rio'-ft the Truckee river 
Trnokee 


Meailows was in the early days a 
fa-onte camping and recruiting place 
for emigrants on their way to Califor- 
nia. 
Wheie brond cultivated fields 


are now seen, all was then a waste of 
wild grass 
At tho time the gold 


hunters wore thronging to the Pacific 
slope, this region 
wa-i one of the 


favorite haunts of the slock stealing 
Washoe Indians. 
When John 0. 


Fremont passed through the country 
on his first exploring expedition, he 
found it necessary to turn loose a 
howitzer and 
drop a few 
bholli* 


among these Indians. The Washaea 
are now but a sore oyed_handful 
They are tame enough now, and so is 
thuir valley. 


STEAMliOAT SPRINGS 


Is ten miles south of Reno, in Steam- 
boat valley. The railroad passes just 
below the Springs, which are among 
the most wonderful on the Pacific 
coast. They ho at tho foot of a low 
range of basaltic hills and extend 
along the top of u sort of terrace u 
distance of about two miles. The 
flat ridgo oa which the springs are 
situated is an accumulation of gray 
silicions matter about half a mile in 
width aud of unknown depth. The 
temperature of 
tho water in the 


boiling springs is 2(H uegreos Fahr- 
enheit, tho boiling point for that alti- 
tude. 
Some of tho springs rise 


through long, narrow fissures, while 
others come up 
through circular 


openings or apertures of no particu- 
lar shape. 
From somo of the fis 


sures, where no water is seen, hot air, 
strongly 
flavored 
with 
sulphur, 


rushes out in great volume aud with 
considerable force. 
Others send up 


steatu and gisses, t>ut no water, 
though far down in. the huge, cavern 
ous chambers of the hill there re- 
sounds a tremendous surging and 
lashing of waters. The crevices'run 
northeast and southwest, and some 
of them are several hundred feet in 
length and two or three feet in width 
in places. Par below these rents in 
the silicions crust of the surface 
tremendous 
forces are at work. 


Standing at some points there is 
heard in the regions below a heavy 
and tumultuous pounding, as of tho 
stamps of a quartz mill. In places, 
small* springs Constantly send little 
jets of boiling water to the height of 
two or three feet with a busy spulter 
ing sound. Tho tmiao of "Steam 
boat" was given to the springs on ac> 
count of the coughing and puffing 
emitted by some of the smaller gas 
fissures when the place was first 
visited by thewhites. Besidestheboil 
ing, flowing and sputtering springs, 
there are many large and deep pools 
of a circular form, containing water 
ranging in temperature from pleas 
untly warm to- boiling hot. 
Some 


years ago these springs were subject 
to furious outbreaks, and such are 
liable to occur again at any time. In 
1800 one of them, once in about uight 
hours, spouted a column of water 
some three feet in diametei, fully 
sixty feet into the air. 
After thus 


spouting foe an< hour, shaking the 
Kroand for rods about and sending 
up clouds of Hteam of mountain pro- 
portions, it would suddenly subside 
aud remain quiescent till the time ar- 
rived for another outbreak. Other 
springs have sent up smaller streams 
to the height of seventy or eighty 
feet. Somo of the springs, in holes 
resembling an ordinary well, rose 
and fell a distance of eight or ten 
feet once in about five minutes. The 
activity of the springs varies with the 
seasons, and u]»o from unknown sub 
terranean causes. The whole region 
smells strongly of sulphur. 
Tho 


waters of the springs and the gases 
and vapors arising from them possess 
medicinal virtues, and tho baths are 
found very benefioinl to persons of 
flic ted with rheumatism and kindred 
disorders. 


There is a Urge hotel at the 


Springs and a number of neat and 
handsomely furnished cottages for 
the accommodation of visitors. The 
bathhouse ia built over a hoe of 
springs of different tempera- nres 
The bathrooms ore numbered and 
range from mere comfortable warmth 
to a degree of beat that is almost 
scalding. Tourist* from California 
or the East can take the train from 
Reno in the morning and return by 
the evening train, ifao desiring, the 
distance being only ten miles. 


QUICKSlIiVEB MINES 


Have been opened and are now being 
worked in tbe hills about two and a 
half miles west of Steamboat Springs. 
Near the quicksilver mines aro ex- 
tensive deposits of native sulphur. 
From same of these mined large 
blocks of pure sulphure are extract- 
ed. 


WASHOE VALtiBY 


Is reached soon after passing Steam- 
boat Spring, tho principal features in 
which is Washoa Like. The valley 
embraces an area of about fifty square 


miles, and of this surface the lake 
covers some eixjsquare miles. There 
are many fins ranches in the valley 
and on these are raised some of ttu 
best blooded cattle and horses to bn 
seen on tbe Pacific Coast. Oa the wes 
side of tbe valley, near the foothills, 
is the Bowers' Mansion, formerly the 
residence of Mrs Bowers known as 
the "Washoe Seeresa " The mansion 
is of out atone. It was built at i 
cost of about $200,000 at a time when 
Mrs. Bowers and her late husband 
owned one of tha richest of the Gold 
Hill ailver mines. 


WASHOE OUT, 


At the north end of this valley, ouoe 
contained about six hundred inhab- 
itants, and there were a number ol 
fine quartz mills in and about the 
town; but mills were built on the 
Carson river ond this pUje is now 
dead and buried. 


OPHIR, 


On the west sida of of the lake, three 
miles south of Washoe City, is also 
dead. At this place the Ophir Oom 
pany once had a mill that cost &500,- 
000, and there was a bridge aoross 
tho lako, more thau a mile in length, 
built at a cost of $75,000. 
Tlia rail 


road, was built, the oras of the Com 
stock wont to mills on the Carson 
river and tho town died. 


i'liANKTOM H, 


A m le south of Ophir, atill lives, but 
arrn -d at maturity many years ago 
when it achieved a population of one 
hum red and fifty souls. It was 
four led by the Mormono and is one 
of tin' oldest towns in the State. 


LAKE 
VIEW 


Is on y remarkable as being the point 
wherj pass along the hugh iron pipes 
(invertad siphous) that carry water 
from tho Sierras to Virginia City 
aurubi the valley under a perpendic- 
ular pressure of 1,750 feet. In no 
other place in the world is water car 
ried under pressure so great.
